G S R 53(E).— In exercise of the power conferred by Section 13 of the Inter-State River Water Disputes Act, I 956 
(33 of 1956)* the Central Government, after consultation with the State Governments, hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Inter-State River Water Disputes Rules, 1959, namely 
1. In rule 6 of the principal rules— 


(a) in sub-rule (4). the following sub-rule shall be added, namely : 


« ( 4B) A retired Government servant appointed as whole time Assessor shall cease to hold the post ot 
Assessor after seven years from the date of his retirement or on attaining the age of 6/ years 
whichever is earlier. 

,40 t he Assessor of the existing tribunals on the dale of this notification who has completed seven 
vests from the date of his retirement or has attained the age of 67 years on the dale ol notihcauoi. 
’shall cease to be assessor of such tribunal on the expiry of three months Worn the date ol Mis 
notification."; 


(b) for sub- rule (6), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely :

A person appointed as an Assessor on part-time basis (whether a retired Government servant or 
a non-official) shall be paid such remuneration on a daily basis lor the actual days spent on the 
Tribunal’s work as maybe determined keeping in view his status, experiences and qualifications. 
Provided that part-time Assessor shall cease to hold the post on attaining the age ol 67 years. 

The part-time assessor of the existing tribunal on the date of this notification who has attained the 
age of 67 years on the date of notification shall cease to be assessor of such tribunal on expiry ol 
3 months from the date of this notification.".
